But for Rousseau and Nelson, 
Kentucky would have been launched into the vor- 
tex of rebellion and made the battle ground of the 
two c@ntending sections, and she would have 
suffered all the calamities that have befallen the 
Southern States. 

REMARKS OF GEN. JACKSON. 
Gen. W. L. Jackson said he had not been very 
intimate with Gen. Rousseau, but knew him as a 
brave, chivalrous, magnanimous soldier, who 
fought for the cause he conscientiously espoused, 
and it Was proper that some one who had differed 
with him should add something to the tributes 
paid his memory on this occasion.

The sel poet ne market ts l increasing 
m ease. and a better feeling is noticeable in finan- 
cial and commercial circles. The demand for 
money continues fair, but less than distinguished 
the market curing the month of December, and 
the banks and private barkers are ina condition 
to ex end prompt and liberal accommod itions. 
Merchants report more satisfactory collections, 
and the return fiow of cnrrency from the rural 
districts has fairly commencéd. The rates of in- 
terest continue to runge at from 9 to 15 per cent, 
thorgh os a general thing 12 per cent is the out- 
side rate. There is growing ease reported 
in the New York money market, though 
lw stringent condition has not disappeared, 
and is still too severe for renewed commercial 
activity, thus our readers may fully appreciate 
the severity of the ordeal through which the 
business of New York has recently been com- 
melled to pass. We see it reported that the rates 
for call loans have ranged from 7 ptr cent. in 
gold, with a small concession added to 7 per cent 
in currency. Various attempts have been made 
to get round the usury laws, and the commission 
scheme seems to have been successful. The Na- 
tonal Banks of New York, says the Commercial

are precluded from Wage higher rate of in- 
terest than 7 per ent. There ts no law, however, 
against commissions, . thus 1t 18 thut loans are 
frequently mode at 7 per cent.
